more dangerous than aircraft bombs. 

The battleships now bullding in 

America and Germany, which are be- 

Ileved to have much in common with 

the British vessels of the King George 

V. class, are designed on the principle 
jo€ a Chinese “puzzle box,” In that 

two, !f not three, separate inner hulls 

are Qtted into the outer shell. 

Machinery sand magazine spaces, 
the “vitals" of a warship, are con- 
tained in the- innermost “box,” and 
are thus completely Isolated from the 
effect of exploslons which may breach 
the outer hull and even shatter the 
first of the inner hulls.

ASIA-AMERICA 
RACES. STARTS 


University Research Will 
Cover - Mackenzie 
River Valley 


Edmonton Jan. 20. 

Secking tu solve the problem of who 
were the original inhobltants of the 
North American continent, Prof. W. 
L. Bliss of the University: of New 
Mexico visited Edmonton to confer 
with Di. J. A. Allen, head of the 
University of Alberta geology dcepart- 
ment, ond to gather dain on his 
theory that North American races 
originally came from Asia by cross- 
Ing the Bering Stralt and travelling 
south through Alberta, 


Dr. Bliss hopes to find many links 
tur this theory in a study of Alberta 
province and the MacKenzle ‘river 
valley. He contends that there have 
been no reasons to suppose that the 
first people originated there and says 
it Is*generally accepted that Ameri- 
can cultures are the result of a num- 
ber of migrations from Asia.” 


LAND BRIDGE BROKEN 


The professor bases his theory on 
the fact that the Bering Strait is only 
GO miles wide at one point ond 30 
tathoms deep. Geological history has 
indicated that the two continents 
broke away at this. point and sunk 
Into the sen, ernsing the land bridge. 


Proof that the original habitation 
of- this continent was Aslatic Is con- 
firmed by’ discoveries -of Oriental 
relics in Mexico and the Southwestern 
states. The Indfans’ physical re- 
semblance to Astatics and the dis- 
tribution of . Janguages in North 
Amerlen has’ led Bliss to belleve that 


relatively small area of the hull. 

In planning this method of defence 
the constructors based their estimate 
of damage_on the most powerful gun 
projectiles, torpedoes, mines and air- 
craft bombs likely to be produced In 
future years.

In the American ships, Washington 
and North Carolina, the total thick- 
ness of the decks is 10 inches, equi- 
valent to more than 244ft of wrought 
iron, No bomb carried by. aircraft 
Now existing, or likely to exist in the 
calculable future, would; it fs claim- 
ed, be capable of penetrating this 
defence, : 

These facth may explain why the 
naval staffs of the leading Powers are 
supremely confident that their new 
battleships would remain afleat and 


they. spread out in a fan-like direc- 
tlon south and east from Alaska. 


‘MIGRATIONS IN CYCLES 


Anthropoligists further belfeve that 
migrations from Asia came at differ- 
ent periods. Investigations reveal a 
certain type of Pucblo Indian that 
possessed a narrow head, dnd an- 
ether type with a round head, hint- 
Ing a possibility of more than one 
migration, According to onthropo- 
logists, man has lived on this con- 
tinent for more than 12,000 years. 

Dr. Bliss has spent many years’ on 
research both’ in America and Asin. 
When his investigatlons are com- 
picted here, accompanied by Dr. 
Allen and A. Haynes, University of 
New Mexico student, he will continue 
northward along the MacKenzie river

ECONOMIC AGREEMENT 
WITH MANCHUKUO 


Tokyo, Fob. 1. 


The China questlon was the sub- 
ject of heated discussion in the 
budgetary debate in the House of 
Representatives this morning. Mr. 
Yandanjl Nakashima, leading mem- 
ber of the Minselte Party, interpel- 
lating the Forelgn Minister, Mr. 
Hilrota, sald that the nation was 
anxious to know what the Govern- 
ment intended {o moke of China, 


Mr. Nakashima regretted questions 
and answers so far made in the Dict 
In the abstract had failed to disclose 
the Government's ‘real intentlons, 


Referring to the four-point peace 
terms, which the Government sub- 
mitted te the Chinese National Gov- 
ernment, through the German Am~- 
bassador, the  interpellator —usked 
whether those terms would be de- 
manded of the new regime in China 
and whether all rights and obliga- 
tlons of the Chlony Kaleshele regine 
tu Japan would be transferred to the 
new regime, 

Replying, Mr. Hirota said that the 
Government oat) first. intended — to 
negotiate with the Chiang Kal-shels 
regime for a settlement of the incid- 
cnt, but Chiang had failed lo ree 
consider his anticdapanese attitude, 
Consequently the Japanese Govern= 
mnent decided to refuse further deal- 
ings with tha Chiang Kaieshek ad 
ministration and would readjust 
Sino-Japanese relations with the new 
regime to be organised In Ching 
when the Centrat Government had 
unified China, 


FOUR-POINT TERMS 


Mr. Hirota said that the four-point 

“ee terms constituted the jgurding 
principle of readjustment of Sino- 
Japanese relations, but he reminded 
the interpell that those four- 
point terms coatalned some unclari- 
fied poin 


However, Mr, Hirota declared, the 
Government hud no intention of de- 
mandipg: other terms than those 
mentioned in the four-points, which 
therefore clearly showed Japan's 
eval jntentlons te China, 


The interpellator ed for the 
contents of the proposed economic 
ayreement between China and Japan 
with) Manchukuo, 

Mr, Hirota replied that the Gov- 
ernment contemplated concluding an 
economic agreement with the whole 
of China, but there would be con- 
cluded) separate agreements covering, 
Vurious onomic fields, including. 
development of naturul resources, 
{mprovement of communication and 
fransport facilities und development 
of forelgn trade and to develop 
foreign trade, while’ it was possible 
that oa Ll agreement would be 
concluded between Ch ind Japan, 
in view of thelr sp 1 relations, 

Mr, Nidashima pr d for full 
information on thy ceonomlc , agrec- 
ment, especially If the’ Government 
wanted to make China reduce her 
AUD wibly high “tarifl ~so as te 
adopt reciprocal tariff rates, 

INDEMNITY DEMAND 


The interpellator then asked what 
were the Government's Intentions 
regarding an indemnity, to which Mr, 
Hirota replied that the Government 
intended to demand from the Chiang 
Kaieshek administration oan ine 
demnity to prevent It from repeating 
the unfortunate Incident such as the 
present one towards the new regime 
in China, 

This did not satisfy the interpella- 
ter, who asked what was the Gov- 
crnment's attitude towards the new 
regime in China regarding an in- 
demnity. 

Mr, Hirota hinted that the Govern- 
men} contemplated making the new 
regime in China pay the expenses of 
the Japanese troops stationed — in 
Chinn. He recalled that the War 
Minlster,-Gen, Sugiyama, had dee 
clured that it would be necessary to 
station large forces In Chinn for ia 
prolonged period, ‘i 

The War Minister replied that 
troops would be stationed for ensur- 
ng the observince of the various 


agreements for the necessary period, 


but he refused to revent the limits 
of the aren for stationing, troops, 
he interpellator reminded = the 
Wor Minister of the nation's very 
deey concern on the subject and 
pressed the War Minlster for full in- 
formation on the matter in a private, 
if not public, session. 
The War Minister, refused, point- 
Ing out that it was closely connected 
with plans for military operations, 


TROOPS IN CHINA 


‘ Turning to the Premicr, Prince 
Konoye, und the Forcign Minister, 
the Interpellator asked for, their 
views regardiny the nation’s troops, 
stationed. in China, However the 
Premier falled to give a response. 
The Fofelgn Minister gave’ a non- 
committal reply, saying that the 
necessity would possibly arise for 
stationing Japanese troops in China, 
but Japan would not necessarily be 
called to undertake full responslbility 
for maintenance of peace nnd order 
in China. 

The Interpellator clung to his ques-

The decision of Sir Francis 
Acland, M.P., to leave tho 
Church of England because of 
ity attitude towards’ marriage Is 
commented on by the Bishop of 
Ely, Dr. Heywood, in his 
January Dioccsan Gazette. 

After quoting the clause In the 
Matrimonial Causes Act which pro- 
vides that no clergyman is compelled 
1o solemnisc the marriage of a 
divorced person, the Bishop writes: 

“In view of this remarkable ad- 
mission on the part of Parllament 
thnt—even where a church is 
‘estnblished'—the law of the nation in 
regurd to  marringe should not 
modify the law of the Church, and 
the officers of the Church should not 
be expected to lower their standards 
in consequence of the lowering of the 
standards: of the secular state, it is 
strange that a member of Parliament 
(who represents himself ns having 
been a strong churchman) should 
have announced his Intentlon of 
leaving the Church because the 
Church has not come into line with 
“the world’ in respect of its standards 
of marringe. 


“THE GREAT SURRENDER” 


“*rhe Church in fact,’ he writes, 
‘has no Intention whatever of bring- 
ing Itself into {ne with -the modern 
splrit’. 

“It Js certainly to be hoped that 
this is indeed the case. For, if the 
Church in England or anywhere clse 
at any time were to modify Its teach- 
ing and ideals into conformity with 
those of ‘the world,’ such a Church 
would have made the greut surren- 
der.” . 

Pointing out that the whole tenor 
of Christ's teaching was to the effect

The true origin of the disturbances, 
however, must be traced, more or 
less to a preneral sense of dissatis-

‘The Commission speaks also of the 
hesitant policy on the part of the 
Government in‘ dewing with the 
hooligan element. ; 

The Commission recommend the 
establishment of a Labour Depart- 
ment and an Industriat Court, the 
latter with o president appointed from 
outside the Colony, and two assessors 
representative of employers and em- 
ployees, 

The Labour Department should be 
organised under a Seeretary of 
Lubour, who must be a person with 
wide practical experience in dealing 
with Industrial and labour questions,

that the absence of machinery for

-. CHINESE PEOPLE OF COLONY: 
DISLIKED BY EUROPEANS 
By T. Paul Gregory 


UNIQUE figure in the history of Hongkong is that of 
Sir John Pope Hennessy, the Colony’s ninth colonial 


administrator. . 


He has been styled the “Irish Governor” and indeed; «he 
und Sir Henry May have been the only ones of that nationality 
who have to date occupied the gubernatorial chair of Hongkong. 

Sir J. Pape Hennessy, however, represents the typical Irish 
liberal of the seventies and cighties—the age, of Parnell and 
O’Connor—that period of Erin’s history when the Emerald Isle 
was secthing with agitation for “home rule” and England was 
regarded as nought but “a black beast from over the water.’ 


Sir John’s liberal téndencies 
were such tlat he was especially 


_isympathetic with those whom he 


seonsidercd as “oppressed peo- 
pled,” and he did not mince mat- 
ters when it came to discussing 
the subject, 


The problem of the further con- 


}elliatlon of the Chinese inhabitants 


of the Colony was uppermost in his 
thoughts; for he hoped to carry into 
the fullest effect the policy of secur- 
ing] more harmonious relations 
amongst all sections of the com- 
munity, regardless of racial origin 
und religious belief. 


The Colony, however, had already 
experienced the rule of two Gover- 
nors of this “advanced” type——Sir 
John Francis Davis and Sir John 
Bowring-—-men who were a full half 
century ‘ahead -of thelr compatriots 
and who consequertily were mis- 
understood and left our shores per- 
sonae non grata. 


Therefore, when it became known 


that Hennessy hud been appointed to 
fill the post ‘vacated by the retiring 


Governor, Sir Arthur E. Kennedy, 
the news wus received with con- 
siderable mispiving, and there secm- 
ed to be a general presentiment that 
the new appointee would be just the 
one “to make things hot’ in the 
Colony. 


The suspicion entertained by the 
Hongkong public war indeed a truc 
one, und it Is a fact that the arrival 
of Sir John on April 22, 1877 was not 
recorded with n- very enthusiastic 
reception on the part of the British 
community. ms

- It wns typical of Sir John’s 
liberalism that Ng Choy was the first

N ADDITION to being 2 staunch 
Nberal, Sir John was specially pro- 
minent us an exponent of social and 
racial equality, What must have 
been the reception of these novel 
ideas to the British community of 
Hongkong fifty years ayo can well be 
imagined, when we ‘consider that 
even to-day, regardless of all our 
Ymodern notions of progress, con— 
ditions are far from ideal. At that 
day, the mere advocacy of such a 
thing was considered the acme of 
radicalism and “found no responsive 
echo in the bosoms of the commerclal 
mamnates of Hongkong.” Indeed. as 
the local press of that day recorded, 
“the Governor's Ulter indifference to 
the views or opinions of 4 self con- 
slituted nutocracy, whose absurd 
claims, as matters of prescriptive 
right sanctioned by social status and 
‘ald custom, to certain exclusive com- 


The five years of his stay in the 
Colony was a period of more or less 
‘incessant , turmoil, and even his 
friends and supporters could well re- 
cord that “for perfectly well under- 
stood reasons, Governor Hennessy 
was not a social success, and he 
utterly failed to win favour with the 
elite of our colonial society.” .

st JOHN Pope Hennessy, Kt., c.nt.c. 
was born at Cork, Cofk County, 
Ircland in 1834, and died in his 
homeland on October 7, 1891. He 
was educated at Queen’s College in 
his native town and was admitted to 
the bar at the Inner Temple in 1861. 
As a diplomat, he had varled oppor- 
tunities for acquiring experience in 
Her Majesty's, colonial administra-

person who had not learned Chinese.”

OVERNOR Hennessy’s provocative 
interest in the probicm 
of prison reform divided — the 
Colony into dissenting |= camps 
of opinion. He declared, “If 
we have on  gaook where the 
prisoners must do some useful hard 
work, and where they know that 
there $s not the slightest chance of 
their relense before the end of the 
Judge's sentence, except by steady 
food conduct; if we provide re- 
formatory and Industrial training for 
juvenile criminnis, nnd if we Ict it 
be clearly understood that second 
offences will be ‘punished with a long 
sentence, that will do more to check 
the growth of erlme than anything 
else we can devise.” 


HE believed that In addition to the 
above outlined plan, | Hongkong

In support of hls theory, 
he proclaimed that the system 
of public floggings which were 
carried out every Wednesday in 
the squnre opposite the: Har- 
bour Master's Oftice, was  “dis- 
gustingly crucl and did not serve 
their real purpose asa crime deterrent 
at ali.”

. ever, had not been Idle and rallicd 
almost to a man in.support of ' Sir 
John. Committees from various Chin- 
ese organisations canvassed the gullds 
and shops and invited signuturcs to 
fn monster petition to be presented to 
the Queen. On October 29, an 
address slmmed by some 2,218 in- 
dividuals expressing confidence in 
the Governor, and designed, of course, 
to counteract the militant views of 
the British community, was des- 
patched to the Home Government. 
Next month, the Committce of the 


Tung—Wa_Hospital, . representing the 


majority of the influential Chinese 
merchants, took action and presented 
on November 13, an ndditional list 
of signatures us n Memorial to the 
Crown. a 

Regardless cf public opposition, Sir 
John, gained most of the points he 
had asked for, and his views upon 
the treatment of prisoners in the 
Colony’s Gnols have been accepted 
nnd incorporated in subsequent Or- 
dinances, and the present humanitar- 
laneminded generation Inuds_ the 
phitanthropie policy which was’ so 
{hardly fought for by thls zealous 
idealist. - 

Sir’ John Pope Hennessy left the 
Colony on board the P. & O. steamer 
Cathay on March 7, 1882. The gen- 
eral feeling of the British community 
ngainst thelr Frish Governor was 
Illustrated in the following quotation 
from the press of that date: “It Is 
much to be regretted that the mem- 
bers of the forcign community should 
have permitted His Excellency to 
leave Murray Wharf this afternoon 
without mustering In stronger force 
to wish the departing Governor .a 
safe afd pleasant voyage; however, a 
fair number of English residents 
pald Sir John Pope Hennessy. the res- 
pect due to his exalted position, and 
the demonstratlons by the representa- 
tIves of the Chinese commercial and 
feneral community must have been 
especially gratifying.” . 

No more fitting summary of his life 
and decds whilst In the Colony can 
be quoted than this estimation of his 
character written by Mr. “Robert 
Fraser Smith, the first editor of the 
Hongkong Telegraph: “He (Sir J. 
Pope Hennehsy) was no holiday 
Governor of o type quite common in 
our local history; no qulct, harmless 
gentleman whose greatest desire was 
to be left at peace to draw his salary 
and Jeave his work in the hands of 
his subordinates; but a thoroughly 
earnest und conscientious legislator, 
who brought a varied experience ne.
